He 
was an expert swimmer. 

When Dr. Heerwagen leaped from 
the boat, .it capsized, tlie companion 
battled for his life. He clung to the 
top of the boat for several minutes 
lieforo he was rescued. 

While clinging to the boat, the man 
saw the physician disappear in tlie 
water and fall to conio up again. The 
doctor made no outcry and Is believ- 
ed to have either struck a stone or 
HUfferod from cramps.

AUTUMN THE TIME TO LAY 

POISON FOR PEACH BORERS 

Tlirouglioiit much of the peach- 
BrowiHK diHtrict ea.H or the Rocky 
.MountairiH from Caiiiida to Florida, 
orchanlists are troubled with the 
dfimagiiiK work of the peach borer, 
the nioHt important and serious 
pests of these trees and one that 
inuist ho com hated relentlessly If the 
[puach i.s lo he grown. Its injuries 
each year, including tho cost of con- 
trol measure.s, amount probably to 
not ]es.H than Sfi.OOO.OOO, says the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Tills pe.st has been known for nioro 
than 150 years, la a native American 
insect and has demanded tho atten- 
tion of horticultural men continuous- 
ly. Many method.s have been tried 
for its eradication and control, but 
not until iflin, when the Bureau of 
Knlomology began cxporimonta in the 
usf; of various toxic gases as n possi- 
ble means of control, was any very 
practical method found. 

In tbeao experiments it was found 
that the chemical para-dlchloroben- 
zone, for which tho abI)revialod name 
"puradichlor"- is- suggested- when re- 
ferred to as an insecticide, could he 
used successfully In control of tho 
insect, TliiH chemical Is a white cr>'- 
Ktaiilne sulislanco having an ether- 
Hku odor which, while harmless to 
persons and domestic animals under 
ordinary conditions, is poisonous to 
insects. 

Application of this cliemlcal to the 
peach trees for the control of peach 
borer aliouid be made in the fall after 
most of the months have finished 
tlieir egg-iaying activities, to avoid 
Intu infestation of the trees. The I 
tini.i suggested varies from Septem- 
I ber ] as far north as Michigan, to 
[October lU in Georgia and Texas. The 
InK.-tbrid conslHts simply of applying 
the chemical to tho soli around tho 
base of the tree In a circular hand an 
inch or two wide, care being taken 
that the inner part of tho band la 
about two two Inches from the tree 
trunk. As soon as the chemical has 
been applied, cover it carefully with 
■Heveral shovelfulis of jlirt, making a 
cone-slmped mound around the tree 
trunk by packing tlio earth with the 
back of the shovel. 

Under uverafje full weather condi- 
tions most of the chemical under the 
soil covering will have evaporated In 
four lo six weeks, killing from 90 to 
JOfj pf;r cent of tlie borers. It Is a 
good practice to remove the mounds 
f'f dirt some five or six weeks after 
application of the chemical. 

Tlie "paradlchlor," in tho cxper- 
Icence of the Bureau of Entomology, 
can be used without danger of In- 
jury on trees 4 yeurfl of age and over 
—the dose on \ and 5 year trees bo- 
Ing tliree-foiirths of an ounce per tree 
on trees G years of ago and older 1 
ounce per tree, or, If the trees are un- 
usually large l'^ ounces may be used. 



STAGE SCRUB-BULL TRIAL 
The trial of a scrub bull In which 
every part of the proceedings— ex- 
cept of course, the prisoner— was tak- 
en by boys' and girls' clnh members, 
recently occurred at a farm bureau 
meeting in Lincoln County, Oregon. 
The event took place during a picnic 
and was the chief attraction of tho 
day. The bull was found guilty. The 
200 spectators rendered an additional 
verdict, unanimously that th? work 
of the hoys and girls was extremely 
creditable. 

In reporting tho event to the Unit 
od States Department of Agriculture, 
J. U. I3eek, county agent of Lincoln 
county. Oregon, described a scrub 
bull exchange plan recently inaugur 
ated. Under this plan tho ownorn of 
purebred cattle list their surplus bull , 
crop to scrub-bull owners at a ilat | 
price of $30 each if taken by the time : 
the bull calves are G weeko o' ]. The | 
purchaser must agree to butcher his , 
scrub bulls as soon as the purebred ' 
calf Is old enough for aervico.

Emmerson's Office Must 

Function Properly to Insure 

Fair Balloting. 

Ttie ofllce of secretary of state Is one 
of the moat vital Unks In the election 
machinery of Illinois. Unless It func- 
tions properly, all sorts of bad r&- 
Butta may follow. 

Petitions for state and district ofllce 
nominations must be filed with Secre- 
tary of State Erameraon under provi- 
sions of the law. The names of those 
who file must be certified by him to 
the county clerks before Uiey can be 
placed on the balloL After the pri- 
mary the returns are certified by the 
county clerics to the secretary of state 
and he compiles tlicm for the state can- 
vassing board. The canvassing board, 
of which Secretary of State Emmcrson 
Is an ex-oniclo member, takes tt^ese 
figures as Its basis in declaring re- 

BUltS. 

Those who are fonnd to be nomi- 
nated by these returns are placed on 
tlie tickets by tho secretary of state, 
and the tickets are certified to the coun- 
ty clerks prior to the regular election. 
After the election the results are cer- 
tified by the county clerks ns In the 
case of the primary, and are compiled 
by Secretary Emmerson, On these jx- 
suits the canvassing board basei lt3 
decision us to who Is elected. 

In special elections tJie call for the 
election Is sent through the ofilcc of 
the secretary of state by the governor, 
and It must boar Mr. Hmmerson's slg- 
nature. 

After the election the successful 
candidates get tliclr certificates of elec- 
tion from Mr. Emmerson.

FARMERS' FINANCIAL STATEMENT 
AS AN AID TO BUSINESS SUCCESS 



By D. H. OTIS, Director, Agricultural Commlsiton 
American Bankers Association 
Farmers, like other business men, frequently need to bor- 
row money. Business men furnish their bankers with a state- 
ment. Why should not the farmer? In order to safeguard 
the depositors* money which he loans out, the 
banker needs full information regrarding the 
borrower's financial condition. Many farm- 
ers are entitled to better credit standings 
which such credit statements will give them. 
These statements will also tell the farmer 
whether his business as a whole is a going 
concern. 

It is not such a difficult task to make out a 
statement at least once a year. The first 
year will be the hardest. After that it will 
come easy. The statement should include the value of land 
and buildings, the value of the crops on hand at the beginning

of tho year, such as grain, bay, Qbcr 
crops, fruits and vegetables, etc Tho 
statement should also Include tho 
number aSd valuo of tho dllleront 
classes of livestock, Including horsca, 
cattle, sheep, hogs, poultry, bees, etc 

It should also show -value of 
crop machinery, dairy equipment, 
poultry equipment, hamoss, pleasure 
vehicles, power machinery, etc. Under 
other assets should bo Included cash 
on hand or In bank, loans receivable, 
accounts rccolvablo, cash value of In- 
Buraucc policies, stocks and bonds, 
tJnlled States securities and other 
mlacollancous assets, not Included In 
tho above. 

The flnnnclal statement should also 
list liabilities, such as mortgages, 
both real estate and chattel, notes 
duo bank, notes payable to others, 
accounts or bills duo others, pre- 
miums on life InsurancQ, interest on 
taxes, otc. 

Tho not worth may bo dotormlnod 
by taking the liablllUoa from tho to- 
tal assets. If tbero are any contingent 
liabilities thoy should also be listed. 
These would include ondorscmonts on 
notes of others, security or bondsman 
for others, loasos or contracts, Judg* 
monts or suits pending. 

Other Information 

In addition to Uio above, general In- 
formation could bo glvon on tho cash 
value of life Insurauco assets pledged 
as collateral or luRuranco carried on 
buildings. Insurance carried on live- 
stock. Insurance carried on machinery 
or implements, taxes for the year. 



cash received during the year and 
cash paid out during the year. 

These various Items can bo ar 
ranged In tabulated form, and the 
figures Indicating iho amounts In- 
volved placed opposite each Item. A 
copy of this credit statement should 
bo preserved for use In making out 
next year's statement, and also for 
purposes of comparison when two 
yearly statements have been compiled. 
This comparison will give the farmer 
an Idea as to bow his business la 
going. It will bo In tho nature of an 
Inventory, and will furnish abundant 
food for thought If tho practice la 
persisted In for a scries of years It 
will bo of untold v.iluo to tho farmer 
In studying tho business management 
of bis farm. 

business men And it absolutely no& 
casary to take Inventory and prepare 
flnnnclal statements. Such practice 
has not boon so general with the 
farmer. Hero lies an open door of 
opportunity. Tho financial statement 
la tho ftrst step toward reliable farm 
accounting. Once the farmer gets 
started In making atatemonts It will 
stimulate him to kcMJp more records, 
to study more closely and minutely 
his business and to ascertain the 
sources of his profits os well as the 
factors that make up his oiponses. 
When theso nro known ways will be 
suggested as to how to Increase re- 
ceipts and reduce cxpensos. There are 
both satisfaction and profit In follow* 
Ing up from year to year theao cred 
statements and tho farm records t* 
necessarily go with them. 



WHAT ARE FEDERAL m 
RESERVE NOTES? 



Way In Which Currency Is In- 
creased or Decreased Accord- 
ing to Business Needs. 

Federal reserve notes aro direct ol>- 
llgations of tho United States and ar« 
recclvablo by all national banks and 
member banJca and by Federal reserve 
banks, and for all taxes, customs and 
other public dues, but they are not 
legal tender for private dobta. These 
notes are redeemable In gold upon 
the domand of the holder at the Treas- 
ury Department of the United States 
In WaahlngtOD, or in gold or lawful 
money at any Federal reserve bank. 

Tho means by which Federal ro- 
flerre notes are issued aad the securi- 
ty behind them Is of considerable In- 
toresL Any Federal reserve bank 
may make application to tho Federal 
reserve agent (the local representa- 
tive • of the Federal Reserve Board) 
for such amounts as It may require. 
accompanying Its application by ft 
tender of collateral equal to the 
amount of notes applied for. This 
collateral conststa of notes or bills 
acquired either by rcdisconnt from 
member banks or by purchase In tho 
open market, or gold or gold certifl- 
catcs. 

Against its Federal resorvo notes 
that aro In active clrculaUon a Fed- 
eral reserve bank Is required to hold 
a gold reserve of 40 per cent. But 
any gold deposited with the Federal 
reserve ageat oa collatoral may bo 
counted as part of this required re- 
serve. In order to redeem Its notes 
In gold when presented at tho United 
States Treasury each reserve bank 
must carry a gold fund with the treas- 
urer of tho United States of at least 
5 per cent of its outstanding notes 
not covered by gold collateral, but 
this redemption fund counts as part 
of the required reserve of 40 per cent- 
Federal reserve notes, then, are so- 
cured as follows: (1) they are a di- 
rect promise or obligation of the 
United States and of tho issuing Fed- 
eral reserve bank; (2) they have col- 
lateral behind them of at least 100 
per cent, consisting of eligible paper 
or gold; (3) a gold reserve of 40 per 
cent Is required; (4) they are a flrat 
lien on tho assets of the Issuing Fed- 
eral reserve bank. 

One of the prime reasons for pro- 
viding for tho Issuance of Federal re- 
serve notes was to secure an elastic 
currency — thot Is, a currency that 
would expand and contract with the 
needs of business. This was accom- 
plished by permitting tho Issue of 
these notes largely against commor- 
cial paper. For example, when mem- 
ber banks are being called on heavily 
for loans they rodlacount with their 
Federal reserve bank some of tholr 
eligible notes. The rcservo bank In 
turn deposits this paper with the Fed- 
eral reserve agent, receiving from 
him a like amount of Federal reserve 
notes which may bo turned over to 
member banks In return for the notes 
It haa redlscounted. or circulated In 
some other way. 

Contraction is practically automat- 
ic If the needs of business diminish 
there Is less need for currency and 
less borrowing at the member banks. 
These In turn reduce tholr rediscounts 
at their reserve banks by turning over 
to It funds received from the repay- 
ment of loans and from depoalts. In 
times of declining business it is usual 
for the member banks to repay much 
of their borrowing with Federal re- 
servo notes deposited with them by 
their customers.

TOURISTS MUST NOT 

TRANSPORT WHITE PINES 

The tendency of tourists to dig up 
plants In various parts of the coun- 
try for planting on their home 
grounds perhaps In some distant 
State, Is fraught with dangers not 
conlmonly known to exist Theso dan- 
gers are the transportation of plants 
infe.sted with destructive diseases or 
pestH. One of these diseases, which 
is of Importance in New England and 
the Lake States, Is the white pine 
blister rust. 

By diggine up young white pine 
trees and transporting them back 
home, tourists are liable to carry the 
disease Into a community which is 
free of It, thereby subjecting the 
region to the ravages of a destruc- 
tive enemy of white pines. Apparent- 
ly healthy young trees may be Infect- 
ed with tlie blister rust. This disease 
was brought here from Europe in thia 
same manner on young white pIno 
planting stock which seemed to be 
healthy. 

Not only Is It against the law of 
most states to carry nursery stock 
such as young white pine across tho 
state boundry lines without a permit 
or nursery certificate, but it Is a real 
danger to the white pines In other 
regions. Unless the tourists cooper- 
ale by refraining from the natural Im- 
pulse to bring home plants of their 
own digging the work of controlling 
plant diseases and posts Is going to 
be much more diflicult. Persons who 
want young white pines should buy 
them from nurseries. The shipments 
from nurseries are inspected so that 
the danger from this source Is reduc- 
ed to a minimum. 

Not only are stands of white plno 
subject to the blister rust, hut orna- 
mental white pine growing on laws, 
in parks and other public places. The 
owner however need not lose his 
pines from attacks of the blister rust 
if he will take proper precautions. He 
may remove the offending gooseberry 
and currant bushes in the vicinity, 
for they are the carriers of the rust. 
If the disease already lias attacked u 
limb nf a tree, it should be removed 
below the point of infection. Then if 
the tree is inspected carefully for at 
least three years and any Infected 
wood removed well l)elow the diseas- 
ed part ihe disease will not appear 
again if there are no currant and 
gooseberry bushes In tho vicinity.

SlLAGE-MAKING HINTS BY THE 
UNITED STATES SPECIALISTS 

Corn silage Is best prepared when 
the corn Is cut at a stage containing 
about G5 or 70 per cent moisture, 
say specialists ot the United Stales 
Department of Agriculture. This 
may be told when the lower leaves on 
the stalk are turning brown, about 00 
per cent of the kernels are dented, 
and 75 per cent are so hardened that 
no moisture can be squeezed out. 

The length to which the silage Is 
cut should be from one-half to 1 inch. 
Silage cut this short will pack better 
and the silo will bold its maximum 
tonnage. Also the chances for the 
silage to spoil are considerably re- 
duced. 

In filling the silo packing is essen- 
tlaL The common practice Is to keep 
the sides slightly higher than the 
the center and to tramp the whole 
surface thoroughly. 

If the silage Is too dry to pack well,

In the area covered by these re- 
ports trucks having a capacity of 1 
ton comprised nearly haU the total 
number concerning which replies 
wore received, while alightly over 
half of the owners who in 1322 gave 
their opinions as to the size best suit- 
ed for their conditions stateU thoy 
prt-rerrod the 1-ton machlnea. 

Over [10 per cent of the owners 
stated they believed their trucks 
would prove to be profitable invest- 
meutH, and that thuy intended to pur- 
chnso oiluirs when those reported on 
were worn out. 

Saving of time was given as the 
KreatQHl ndvantage and poor roads as 
tiie greatest disadvantage connected 
witli the use of motor trucks. 

On the average it requires less 
tlian half tlie tluie to make a haul of 
a Blven length with a truck that Is 
does with horses. 

Not all of the road hauling was 
done with trucks. Over GO per cent 
of the ownera answering this ques- 
tion stated that they used horses for 
a Hmall part of their road hauling. 

While many ownera used their ma- 
chines for some hauling on the farm 
Itself a large part of such hauling was 
I still done with horses. 

A small percentage of the owners 
Htated that they did some custom 
work, but that it constituted on tho 
average only about one-tenth of the 
total hauling done with their ma- 
chines.
